Frederick Douglass was a reflection of the mi ajestic glory of a px 
freeing themselves from the yoke of slavery. There were som 
said he was ahead of his times but ac tually his eminent deeds y 
no more amazing than the spectacle of unlettered shackled slay 
striving, fighting and learning to be freemen almost overn oht, 
Booker T. Washington, perhaps the most maligned and disputed 
all Negro leaders, was an accurate gauge of his times, a true r flection 
of the needs and hopes of his people. He was a genius in taking 
pulse of both white and Negro Americans in a trying, difficult period 
and in setting a pace for advancement that was neither too slow , 


too fast. Always he saw the final goal of equality but maintained a 


practical, down-to-earth approach that merited him an everlastii 


place in American history. He functioned as an efficient transmissio 
belt from the era of Douglass to the times of W. E. B. DuBois. 
DuBois with his theory of the talented tenth has been taken to task 
for his bookish approach to the race problem, his snobbish disdain and 
But DuBois chalked up remarkabk 
lifting the cultural and intellectual standards of the Negro 
in giving an entire generation a racial concept that envisioned taking 
equality rather than begging for it. DuBois symbolized the end of a 


hat-in-hand era and the beginning of a new Negro who with his talent

Walter White, assuming the mantle of No. 1 Negro leader, brought 
into play an effective weapon that threw the law books and the Con- 
stitutional principles of equality against the forces of Jim Crow in the 
courts. He stunned the nation when through power politics he was 
able almost single-handedly to block Herbert Hoover's nomination of 
an anti-Negro Federal judge. White was able most effectively of all 
Negro leaders to perfect techniques for marshalling the full weight of 
white public opinion on the side of racial justice. Under his guidance 
Negroes reached the fullest fruition of their thwarted dream of racial 
equality. 


Time To Stop Heckling 


ONE of these four great Negro leaders were supermen. They had 
their faults and their weaknesses. Each developed a different 
technique to fit a different situation. Today Booker T. Washington's 
methods would be outdated and tomorrow Walter White's practical 
militance may be considered a relic of conservatism. 

But whatever their approach, all four ranking Negro leaders con- 
tributed much to the advance of the Negro along the path to full 
freedom. All deserve a permanent niche on the roster of great Ameti- 
cans. Their contributions were not only to fellow Negroes but even 
more to the entire concept of U. S. democracy. 

Certainly it is time Negroes granted to them full and final recognition 
and called a halt to their he -ckling. When the roll is called of the out 
standing names of Americans of all time, Negroes can well be proud 
of Douglass, Washington, DuBois and ¥Vhite. In wisdom and sincerity, 
in faith and honesty, they match the greatest of all Americans.
